FROM A MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


HE interest now being shown in 
Irish post-war defensive policy 
with regard to Western Europe in 
general and the British Common- 
wealth in particular, opens up 
many problems, the solution of 
which will tax the best minds in 
this country and many others. 
A small country such as Ireland 
cannot have a defensive policy of 
its own—that is, a decision, as it 
were, ‘to do nothing but to be 
ready to act if attacked. Such a 
decision is negative: and can have 
no place in the modern world. It 
may be argued, of course, that just 
such a decision succeeded in bring- 
ing the country safely and un- 
touched through a world war. 
Admitting this, it must be pointed 
out that the events which made this 
possible are unlikely to recur, and 
that the world order now being 
planned will inevitably prohibit it. It 
remains, therefore, for Ireland to 
pursue an objective, positive and 
realistic policy for the future. 
An obvious defensive grouping 
into which Ireland could fit with 
advantage would be the British 
Commonwealth. In spite of the 
somewhat anomalous political rela- 
tionship of Ireland to the Common- 
wealth and her neutrality in the 
war. there still exists sufficient con- 
nection to render a mutual defen- 
sive policy feasible and the proxi- 
mity of the greatest member of 
the group practically compels this, 
provided that a common defensive 
scheme for the group is a practical 
proposition. is, however, is 
questionable. 
The Commonwealth’ is ill- 
designed for a single defence 
scheme, whatever ot mutual 
agreements may exist among its 
members. This the recent war has 
most clearly demonstrated. Global 
warfare has compelled the grouping 
of nations and policy in accordance 
with the dictates of geography and. 
stategic necessity. Across these 
groupings the Commonwealth links 
run, and, under the effect of war, 
have had to bend and distort, if not 
to give way, under the pressure of 
necessity and concrete facts. 
These groupings, and the conse- 
quent Commonwealth distortions, 
are most. clearly illustrated in the 
case, of Canada and Australia, 
Canada, lying at one end of. the 
Americas,. has, as'a.

It is clear, however, that the 
effects of the war are tending to 
alter and remould these -outlooks 
with the corresponding provision of 
an opportunity for Britain and 
Ireland to draw more closely 
together in a Western European 

ensive grouping. The dominance 
of the United States and the Soviet 
Union in the Pacific and Eastern 
Europe and Asia, the rising power 
of China, are all compelling Great 
Britain towards a more genuine re- 
lationship with the Powers, large | 
and small, of Western Europe and 
with the maritime States of the 
Mediterranean. Such compulsion, 
which may, indeed, pro oundly 
affect Briti-; foreign and imperial 
policy, may be all to the good with 
regard to the relations between 
Britain and Ireland.

OPENED 
IN DUBLIN 


(TO-DAY the Master Butchers will 
open a meat dépdt in Dublin 
for the distribution of supplies for 
the hospitals, institutions and 
asylums, To this dépót will be 
sent all the surplus meat remainm 
over when some hundreds o 
victuallers closed yesterday. 
To-day virtually all the butchers 
shops in Dublin will be closed, and 


harassed housewives will find it 
extremely difficult to procure 
requirements, 


No effort has, so far, been made 
to bring about a settlement of the 
dispute. The Workers’ Union of 
Ireland states that the shops that 
remain open will be given additional 
staff to cope with the extra business 
that may be expected, while it is 
further stated that shops that have 
been out of business will be re- 
opened for the sale of meat. 

That a number of butchers intend 
to carry on is indicated by the fact 
that the Dublin abattoir -is being 
called on to slaughter the animals 
of butchers who heretofore had 
their cattle and sheep killed in 
private slaughterhouses, § which 
have been closed since the dispute 
began. . ~ 

There was very little buying on 
the Dublin cattle market ‘yesterday 
as a result of the trouble. Fat 
cattle, especially heifers, suffered a 
sharp set-back in values, while sheep 
sales were almost entirely confined 
to some Northern and South of 
Ireland buyers. Despite a reduction 
of over 4,000 head, the market 
failed to clear at the lower rates, 


Ordeals in 
Manila 


Japanese forces in the Philippines 
killed five Irish priests, according to 
a letter which has just been received 
from the Rev. James V. McDevitte, 
of the Maynooth Mission to China. 
The ‘letter was dated April 25th, and 
came from Lingayen. It was received. 
by his brother, Mr. H. A. McDevitte, 
of Castlefin, a former member of the 
Dail, and was the first news he had 
since the war in the Pacific 
started. : 

Father McDevitte stated that he had 
received only two letters during the 
war, as the Japanese retained all mail. 
Japanese agents watched them through- 
out the occupation, 

“We kept the radio going,” the 
letter continued, “ but we had to be 
very careful, as they checked up on 
us three times, but found nothing. I 
sent a ~ “id by submarine on October 
20th, 1944. That very night we got 
the first flash of the American landing 
on Leyte. 

“As you probably know, the 
Japanese killed Father Kelly, Father 
Henaghan, Father Falon, Father 
Monaghan, and Father Douglas, as 
well as an Irish layman, who was 
staying here. In Malate Parish, 
Father Lalor was also killed; but by 
shell-fire. 

“Tt is an awful pity that there is 
not an Irish Minister here in Manila 
to report back home on Japanese 
atrocities, & 

“During the Japanese eyes *m 
we had no bread. butter or tea. We 
lived on rice and fish, with a few 
eggs and a bit of meat or chicken 
now and again. The Japanese stole 
most of the food from the people, so 
we were always living from day to

ON SYRIA AND LEBANON 


By LEONARD CARNE Forp. 


HE Levant crisis is a complex 

one. But one aspect imme- 
diately concerns those interested in 
European harmony — this is the 
conflict of interest and opinion 
between London and Paris, That 
such a wide disagreement between 
two Allies should have developed 
over incidents in Syria and Lebanon 
is sufficient reason for curiosity 
about present-day life and manners 
there. It is to be hoped that these 
notes will be of use as a back- 
ground to the daily news of the 
Situation. 


Beirut 


Beirut is the most noisy and the 
most sympathique town in the 
Middle East. lis streets turn their 
back upon the wonderful bay and 
seem to lie in wait. for unwary 
trams and motor cars, delightin 
to trap them at sharp corners a 
unsuspected bottle-necks. Once a 
tram. has been caught with a host 
of motors jammed around it, 
the scene s been set for 
a Beirut comedy beloved of all its 
citizens. A grand argument begins 
and a crowd collects. In the crowd 
at any one moment you can count 
anything up to a score of different 
types and nationalities. 

In the midst of the hurly-burly 
you can always count upon seeing 
a stolid hill-man with his donkey 
steadily edging his way through. He 
dresses in a picturesque and practi- 
cal way; he wears a red tarbush, a 
blue, embroidered waistcoat, black 
knickerbockers with an enormous 
amount of slack in the seat which 


their sisters in every sunny town in 
Europe or America. The young 
men are also hatless and wear open- 
necked shirts and sports trousers cr 
shorts. 

The middle-class citizens seen in 
the street vary greatly in appearance, 
for this is an area in which many 
tribes, nations and empires have suc- 
cessively held sway. The facial 
characteristics of Persian and Greek, 
Turk, Jew, Arab, Egyptian, Phoeni- 
cian, Roman and North-European 
Crusader reap in bewildering 
order and combination. 

Street-vendors are innumerable, 
and, before the war, when every- 
thing was extremely cheap, each 
corner held some delightful tempta- 
tion in the form of a sweetmeat or a 
savoury, a pretty comb or some 
article manufactured in Japan. 

Even during the war, “ bundiyeh ” 
or toffee, with all sorts of nuts and 
fruits, roast corn on the cob, 
boiled beetroot and many other 
delicacies were on sale. 


MERCHANTS 

Beirut is a bustling, noisy town, 
because it is both the seat of the 
Administration of the Lebanese Re- 

blic and the biggest port of both 
ig“ ms and Syria. Its merchants 
and lawyers, its insurance agents, 
shippers and bankers deal with the 
grain of Syria and the olive oil and 
citrus fruits of Lebanon, as well as 
large quantities of wool and silk, 
liquorice and hides, leather, brass, 
and copper goods, and wine from 
both States.

people of Great Britain can be 
trusted to discover that the forces 
which tend to drive parties far 
apart are of far less consequence 
than those which help to unite all 
sections in defence of their 
common economic .or political 
interests. In peace, as in war, 
their sense of realities, and their 
genius for working compromises 
when vital issues are at stake, 
more than once have enabled them 
to grapple successfully with pro- 
blems that seemed to be hope- 
lessly insoluble. When, as seems 
to be likely, the British. Tory and 
Labour leaders join in a united 
effort to give practical effect to 
the security plan propounded at 
San Francisco, they will only. be 
true to the tradition, which in a 
moment of serious economic 
crisis led the Conservative Party 
to fall into line under the leader- 
ship of the ultra-Socialist Philip 
Snowden. It is to the same 
genius and tradition that the 
British people owe whatever well- 
founded hopes there may be of a 
happy outcome from the 
economic and social upheavals of 
total world war. To that instinct 
the world owes many ways of 
escape from international crises 
that threatened to destroy the 
fabric of civilisation as we know 
it; and there are good reasons 
to hope that many apparently in- 
surmountable barriers to world 
peace and security may be over- 
come by the same kind of patient 
effort that converted the rebel 
general of South Africa into a 
chief protagonist of peace at San 
Francisco. 

The unhappy thought that now 
presses itself in the minds of 
Irishmen, and yet may make itself 
felt in international efforts to 
build up a new structure of peace 
and security, is that Great Britain’s 
genius for the discovery of work- 
ing compromise so far has failed 
to produce a modus vivendi 
between the peoples that live 
together, but yet remain so far 
apart, on this side of the Irish

partition remains unbroken, and 
apparently unbreakable, and that 
it continues to spread its poisonous 
influences at home and abroad.

To both there “is no possible 
via media or possible line of com- 
promise. There are no means by 
which the peoples of North and 
Seuth can learn to live together, 
and gradually to reach under- 
standings, so long as “ bulldozer ” 
methods of attack and resist- 
ance continue to make their appeal 
to- popular. sentiment. What, 
then, are the prospects, if reliance 
is to be had on methods of frontal 
attack and defence, on the use 
of economic pressure, or on the 
hope that British world interests 
may force all parties to reconsider 
the present. relations between 
North and South? 

At the best, all such hopes are 
—-to say the least—highly specu- 
lative and remote. There is, as 
we believe, a much safer—even 
though it may prove to be a 
longer—road to the achievement 
of the purpose that lies so deep 
in the hearts of every citizen of 
this country. Whatever were the 
defects—and they were many— 
of the abortive Government of 
Ireland Act, it had one redeem- 
ing merit. By providing for a 
Council of Ireland, common to 
North and South, it opened up 
a channel for the discussion of 
questions of common interest. 
Could that ‘bridge now be 
restored, who can doubt that, in 
the “ inevitability of gradualness,” 
it would open up many ways to 
fruitful conversations and to 
abatement of the difficulties that 
now embarrass Ministers on both 
sides of the border? Why, let 
us ask, ought such possibilities 
to be postponed in the hope that 
a first move will be made by 
British Ministers who, by 
common consent, only have 
managed to make a sad hash of 
Trish problems? Who can doubt 
that any agreement reached by 
the Governments in Dublin and 
Belfast—however tenuous .or 
however far-reaching it might be 
—would readily be welcomed by 
the Government of Great 
Britain? On last Monday the 
heads of all our Churches fore- 
gathered to bid bon voyage to 
the new. President of Ireland. 
Soon many of them will meet 
again to welcome the successor
